On  October  13,  1918,  94  nurses.  Base  Hospital  '52  arrived  for  duty.  Others 
folloTred  later  to  a  total  mrnber  of  101. 

The  continuing;  heavy  evacua/bions  from  the  front  compelled  the  utilization 
of  the  Crisis  expansion  (iiarqvie  tents  accommodat5-n£  14  patients  each)  thereby 
bringing  the  hospital  capacity  to  2150.

the  Center, 

At  this  time  (October  -  Hoveiaber)  the  Surgical  -.rards  presented  almost  every 
variety  of  vra.r  vrounds,  compound  fractures  of  the  lonf  bones  predominating. 

On  Novem-ber  27,  Base  Hospital  '1238  assw.ied  charge  of  "D"  Section  (referred 
to  above).
